REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regard to claims 1 
and 20, the prior art of record when considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a thermodynamic cycle including a compressor to first turbine to 
condenser exchanging heat with another thermodynamic cycle and to evaporator to second 
turbine and back to compressor. In regard to claims 2 and 21, the prior art of record when 
considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a 
thermodynamic cycle including a compressor to condenser to first turbine to evaporator to 
second turbine and back to compressor.
